Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because 
applicant's argument regarding claims 1 1-14 are not persuasive. 

Applicant's argument that Vichr does not teach preferential growth on the side wall is 
noted but is not found persuasive. Applicant alleges that Vichr teaches growth of te 
monocrystalline material initially proceed with approximately the same growth rate on the top 
surfaces and the side walls as well as the underlying surface of the seed plate; therefore teaches 
away from preferential growth on the side wall. The broadest reasonable interpretation of 
"preferential growth" merely requires a preference of growth of the side wall compared to 
anything else because the claim does not specify any relation to growth on the side wall. 
Therefore because the growth occurs on the sidewall of the seed crystal and not somewhere else, 
such as the reactor wall or side or back of the substrate, the growth on the sidewall would satisfy 
the limitation of "preferentially growth on the side wall". The claim does not require preferential 
growth on the sidewall compared to the top of the sidewall, as implied by applicant. 
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
